a city the size of Chicago that pays 
millions annually to keep its streets is 
condition?

R. KEARNEY in this comedy 
is a good reporter, and a good 
editor, as well: he has written 
what he saw, and, having seen 
more than he needs, has cut, con- 
densed, rearranged, and made over his 
„story to meet the requirements of 
publication in the theater. “A Man's 
Man; as has been averred here more 
than once since the Autumn of 1925. 
is a good play; it is as American” 
as anything yet put on the stage by 
a native writer; the tale is not merely 
credible: it is actually persuasive; and 
the writing possesses the quality of 
veracity—the veracity that makes for 
a complete illusion. I don't know why 
it didn’t succeed with the New-York 
populace; for, although it was put on 
by a non-professional “group,” the 
Stagers, it was put on with profes- 
sional skill and understanding, and 
everything, as thy say in the busi- 
ness, was done for it—meaning that 
all or nearly all the proved devices of 
showmanship were utilized to make 
the public buy tickets.

For example, 
what explanation is there for the fail- 
ure in Chicago of “ Saturday's Chil- 
dren ? For the comparative failure 
of “Craig’s Wife"? For the disap- 
pointing visit of The Show- Off? 

"Twas Oscar Hammerstein who said 
that the public cannot be scolded into 
buying a good play: that is, he said 
good opera; but the apothegm had 
(and has) to do with buying tickets. 
At any rate, there’s nothing that I, 
who thinks the play to be one of the 
season’s three or four best, may do to 
sell tickets save to say again that it is 
uncommonly good, and to urge you to 
see it.

Frost nipped back some of the 
tender vegetables exposed in open 
gardens last week. Most of the crops 
injured were those set out by garden- 
ers who were willing to take a chance. 
There are at least a dozen and a 
half vegetables so tender and suscepti- 
bie to frost that it is not usually safe 
to put them in the open garden in 
this region much before the middle of 
May. And some of these crops are 
not even safe in the garden that early. 
One of the best home gardeners in 
the Chicago territory has made it a 
rule for many years not to put any of 
the following crops in the open gar- 
den before May 16: Bush beans, bush 


lima beans, pole lima beans, celeriac, 
chicory, mushmelons, okra, sweet po- 
tatoes and watermelons. 

Frequently this veteran does not 
plant asparagus, beets and parsnips 
before May 15. If weather is favor-
